Hamsters were exposed to an infectious disease via intracerebral injection. Animals 
eventually developed clinical signs of disease including hunched posture, generalized 
tremors, ataxia, and head bobbing. 

Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved: 

While the clinical signs associated with this disease would not be considered painftil, the 
hunched posture, generalized tremors, ataxia, and head bobbing may be distressful to the 
animal. Initial clinical signs of this disease can be very subtle and not easily detectable 
and can be confused with normal activity of the animal. Detailed clinical observations 
were performed daily once the onset of this disease was suspected. To prevent premature 
euthanasia of the animal and a loss of study integrity, these detailed clinical observations 
were perfonned for a minimum of five days in order to distinguish the natural 
progression of the disease from nonnal activity of the animal. Many anesthetics, 
analgesics, and tranquilizers have effects on the central nervous system and may have 
exaggerated the clinical signs of this disease resulting in the premature euthanasia of the 
animal and a loss of study integrity.
